HIS QUALIFICATIONS 

Mr. Cote is a journalist by profession. He was born at 
Ste. Francois de Trois Pistoles, "Quebec. In 1 889 he graduated 
as Bachelor of Arts at Laval University. In 1893 he entered 
journalism under the late Hon. J. 1. Tarte. Was editor of Le 
Progress, Windsor, Out., and editor of L'Opinion Publique, 
Worcester, Mass.; was City Editor of La Patrie, Montreal, 1894. 

In 1901 was Special Census Commissioner for the Domin- 
ion. In 1903 was appointed Secretary of the International 
Waterways Commission, doing valuable work for the country 
in co-operation with the chairman, the late Judge Mabee, In 
1904 he was appointed Editor of La Presse, Montreal, and held 
that position til' !9o9, when he resigned to accept the appoint- 
ment from the Dominion Government of one of the Canadian 
Commissioners at the Brussels Exposition. During his jour- 
nalistic career he was honored by the newspaper men of Canada 
by being elected President of the Press Gallery at Ottawa. He 
is a member of the Montreal Board of Trade and the Chambre 
de Commerce. He, with Major Dodds, organized the 21st 
Field Batterv, C.A., Montreal. 

Mr. Cote is the author of "Trois Etudes" (1891) and of a 
work on "Mercier and His Times," (1907), soon to be pub- 
lished; he is a member of the Royal Society of Arts, London, 
Eng. 

During his public career the Toronto Globe referred to him 
as "A MAN OF ENERGY. PERSEVERANCE AND ABILITY," 
and the Montreal Herald referred to him as "A Brilliant and 
Capable Journalist." 

During the past 15 or 20 years Mr. Cole has occupied posi- 
tions of great responsibility in the public affairs of Canada. 

In 1901, as Census Commissioner, he had the administra- 
tion of a Budget of #1,900,000, and the management of 9,000 
Commissioners and enumerators. This great undertaking he 
carried through to the entire satisfaction of everyone, and with- 
out even the suggestion of graft. The Auditor-General of 
Canada had not a single criticism to make. 

Men in authority thought so much of Mr. Cote's ability and 
integrity that in 1904 they offered him the position of Deputy 
Minister of Public Works, the greatest spending Department in 
the Government, with an annual Budget of over $70,000,000. 
If these political leaders with their great knowledge of men, 
thought Mr. Cote a capable administrator of 370,000,000, 
what would you think of his ability to administer Montreal's 
Budget of $12,000,000? 

In 190") Mr. Cote was offered and refused the joint Com- 
missionership for Canada to the Liege Exhibition, and was 
shortly afterwards appointed Secretary of the International 
Waterways Commission, where he added greatly to his repu- 
tation as an able and honorable official. Ask any of the lead- 
ing shipping men, and they will tell you of the important Cana- 
dian interests he protected in his Official Capacity. 

In 1910, as Commissioner of Canada to the Brussels Ex- 
hibition, he again acquitted himself with credit, and further 
enhanced his reputation as an administrator. 

In all of these important positions, as in every private 
capacity, Mr. Cote has always acquitted himself with Credit, 
and shown a capacity that stamps him as a man of great admin- 
istrative ability — the sort of man that Montreal needs as a 
Controller. 

Needless to say, Mr. Cote has had many opportunities to 
get the best of Public Funds, but, to his. credit, he emerged a 
poor man, and not only did he not enrich himself, but he saw 
to it that no one under his control made light of the public 
purse.

EDITORIAL. 




If the football season opens with a 
Varsity game and McOIH la found to 
be without . either coach or captain, 
let the President be no matter how 
capable, the season cap well be ex- 
pected to be disastrous. If the tennis 
leim goes Into a tournament, without 
leader or preconceived plan the cup 
would travel westward before Christ- 
mas. The track team and the harrier 
leVim, uncoached, could not be asked 
to bring trophies to their proper rest- 
ing-places. And >so all the annul ) 
meetings of not only these societies 
but of the Students' Council, Union 
House Committee, Faculty Societies, 
Basket-ball. Bvxlng and Wrestling, and 
all the minor dubs will have been held 
within the next week. 

And yet the Editor of the McOlll 
Dally, the society with the most com- 
plicated organization In the college, 
has not yet been appointed. The foot- 
ball sensun docs not open with the 
big match. A game with Varsity or 
Queens marks the climax of an entire 
series of hard practices. But the Dally 
each year should be a finished product 
from the first. fl is Indeed largely 
Judged by Its first appearance, as the 
Montreal Mall and Monwcil Telegr'aph 
were Judged through Canada by their 
Initial numbers. Those great papers 
started out with the editors announced 
long before the first Issues fell from 
the presses, and their entire staffs 
were known to the profession months 
beforehand. 

Hurely the same opportunity ought 
to bo given to the Daily. With Its 
! organization of sporting writers, lit- 
erary writers, reporters of overy va- 
rious branch of student activity, and 
' responsible heads of departments Uie 
' membership of nn efficient Dally staff 
! is tho hardest to collect and the most 
I difficult to keep together of any socl- 
joty In McOill. 

Yet, admittedly, on the efficiency of 
the Daily, depends much of the fin- 
ancial and a part of the social suc- 
ce»^ of all the clubs. The return from 
largo attendances at football, written 
up dally by an expert, and many votes 
of thanks passed In the minor clubs' 
attendance at which at fell was made 
possible only , by the capable assist- 
ance, of tho Dally are witness to this. 

.Vow, the examinations bear down 
ui»on us. Day by day men arc be- 
coming harder to reaîh, and 'tho nu- 
cleus of next year's staff Is becoming 
harder to collect. The expiration of 
the Dally has meant that no -nan knovv/i 
what work he is to take up next year 
and the editor when he shall be ap- 
pointed, can be sure of no department 
brtng efficiently manarf <! until he has 
laboriously gathered together a new 
staff, some weeks after the. first Dally 
has been issued. 

The t ime should long ago have elape- 
ed when tho editor at the find of the 
season must be office boy, reporter, 
editor, and editorial manager at once. 
It Is not fair to the editor himself, 
the Dally, or to the big and little no- 
cletles which the members of the Stu- 
dents' Council represent, and which 
would be greatly benefitted by organis- 
ed help from the finit, .hat next year's 
head should only be appointed the last 
week In April, when ibe graduate 
members of the staff cannot he reach 
ed and the undergraduate member* are 
deeply encaged In work which pre 



eludes attention to matters outside 
study. 

For the take-of-Uvs -Dally the *o» 
cletles of which they are the head, and 
of all student activities, let the Stu- 
dents' Council appoint an editor who 
can have the opportunity to start next 
year with a clean sheet. If the Dally 
is at all an up-to-date paper, stop 
making It start out as a one-m'an, or 
a half-dozen men sheet. 

If It Is proposed to Inaugurate some 
new system why not' give the director 
of the new system some opportunity 
to prove his ability and the value of 
the change? Why not give him the 
privilege of co-operating with a Dally 
whose organization in perfected? tn 
any event why not make sure at once 
by enquiry In large newspaper of- 
fices, whether It Is advisable to allow 
the present organization of the Dally 
to lapse while the new scheme Is still 
In the Utopian stage? 

The expression of th wte Ideas though* 
reflecting on all those whom the case 
flU is essential to make plain to the 
members of the Students' Council and 
to Dally readers what Is the veriest 
truism to any who have been a month 
on the Dally writing staff, or to one 
who has had a week's connection with 
a city paper,

There nre six problems of major Importance. First, tho water supply, 
which is far and away the most vital. At all hazards wo must haro a reli- 
able supply of good water, without dependence on a conduit of questionable 
construction, second, the drainage of (he city, on which depends the health 
of Its inhabitants, Is vital. If "tubes" are to bo constructed under the snr* 
faeo the whnlo drainage system may Itecome deranged, with infinite danger 
to tho public health. Third, the scavenging nf the city should be done with 
cleanliness, system, regularity and thoroughness. For seven months of the 
year proper scavenging Is u question of the highest Importance. Fourth, m 
plan of the city, over and underground, should he immediately prepared, so 
that alt pipe laying and other construction may 1h> done Intelligently, Just as 
an architect builds on careful plans drawn to measurement. Fifth, tho 
streets of Montreal arc n reproach to the city, and their condition demands 
the consideration of a comprehensive scheme of Improvement to which the 
Hoard of Control should give Immediate attention. Sixth, the tramway 
question should be dealt with as If wis were providing for a million people. 
There should lie no over-crowding, which menus that the Company mast be 
forced to provide sufficient cars. low fares, especially for the working men 
and women, must be a feature of any new arrangement and double fares 
must l>e abolished. I shall insist that no new franchise be given to tlia 
present Company or any other company until It proves that it Is prepared 
to give the l>est service at the lowest cost to the city consistent with a fair 
return on tho money Invested, and will deem it Imperative that tho company 
should be put under bonds to carry out hi good fultli any arrangement ar 
rived at. 

We can have a beautiful city, a clean city, a healthy city, and intelligent 
civic administration as regard* transportation, lighting, street paving, water 
enpply, drainage, scavcnglnr. con make It such a city. 1 am prepared to 
work to tho very utmost of my ability to bring about the desired result if I 
am elected. 

I shall not <-ondnct a personal canvass or make platform speeches. If I 
„,.. elected, let me say simply that I will give np all private practice and 
devote my whole time and énergie» to the business of the city. Only in 
that way can the present small Itoard of Control hope to accomplish all the 
vast amount of work which will be Imposed upon It. I shall have no oUier 
Irons In the Are — no master* to serve— save the citizens of Montreal. If 1 
am elected I will do my duty, hut If at the close of the poll It be found tha 
the citUens have not agreed with the estimate which those who have 
kindly asked me to run bate put n|»on my scrvkvs. then I shall liave d" 
my dnty by making them the offer, and I shall continue in my private cap» 
city with great contenu In the meantime I beg to thank all those w 
vast number — arc promising their votes.
